Joe, 

Thank you for your insight into use of the Autek Rf 
analyzer. In 30 years of off and on ham radio I have never 
played with antennas (just cut dipoles to formula length, and 
used 'em). I appreciate your input and encouragement. 


Now, I have put up a homebrew 30M vertical with 4 
radials (bottom at roof height). Cost is zero - donated aluminum. 
The Autek instructions state that an antenna is 
resonant at the freqency of mimimum Z. So I didn't even 
look at SWR when initially testing the antenna. 
I had a few minutes yesterday, and taking your advice, 
I made a little chart of readings from the Autek for SWR. 
It shows an mimimum SWR (1.4) just above the 
30M band. Great! Things are looking up. But the mimimum 
Z (11 ohms) seems to be at 25 Mhz. Did I miss a sharp dip at 
the SWR minimum or something? The SWR at Z min is 5:1. And 
the Z at SWR min is 41 ohms. 


At any rate, I think I will get some good use from the Autek 
and have a better idea of its use. I hope to experiment with 
some mimi-somethings (delta or quad loops) when the weather and 
time permit. It should be interesting!

Thanks to everyone who e-mailed me with their hints and kinks for 
getting my E-mail filter working. Special thanks to Smitty and 


Malcolm who sent me copies of their filter-rules and .forward 
files! Along with the many helpful suggestions, I received 
several requests to re-post whatever I might learn about the mail 
filter. Here it goes.... 


The filter program is working very well for managing the qrp-1 and 
has made it possible for me to subscribe to several other lists of 
interest without being bogged down by tons of disorganized mail. 
The obvious benefit of the filter program is that personal and 
business mail are the only messages in my e-mail inbox and I get a 
message that tells me that 'I have mail’ only when these important 
messages appear. I have discovered one benefit of using filter 
that I had not anticipated. Because all the messages from a list 
are saved in one file I can let the qrp-1 mail build up for several 
days and, when I have time (like on the weekend), I can download 
this file from my dial up account and read it leisurely at home off 
line. Its like my own private "digest" of the qrp-1l that is always 
waiting and ready to read when I have a minute. Also, low volume 
lists like the Sony ICF-2010 SWL list have their own "folder" and 
don't get lost in the "noise" of the qrp-l :-) 


I am using Elm as my mail program but I tried using Pine with 
filter and it worked fine too. Here is a copy of my "filter-rules" 
file which lives in the ~/.elm directory of my unix account. I 
don't claim to understand the subtleties of unix, but I am learning 
more and more as I play with commands like filter. I am told that 
the path for the filter program on my system is non standard so 
copying my file exactly probably will not work for your system! 
There are experts on this list who can help you set up the filter 
program if you want to try it. Unfortunately I am not one of these 
experts! Anyway, here is a copy of my filter-rules file which has 
made the qrp-l (and several other lists) a pleasure to read. Maybe 
it will help you write a file appropriate for your system.

Subject: Keyer for the Sierra 


Hi Gang, 


Ever since completing my Sierra, I have been thinking about 
adding a built in keyer. While ordering a WM-1 wattmeter 
from Dick at OHR recently, I took advantage of his Winter 
Sale prices and got the Iambic keyer kit also. 


First things first, how is this little 2" X 1 3/4" board going 
to fit in the Sierra case. After a little looking around inside 
I decided there isn't as much room as there is in the NC40, 

with the band module sticking up in the middle. Tried the 

left rear corner first but that covered the output power pot, 
can't have that. Finally settled on the right rear corner above 
the power switch. Drilled one hole in the board between 

traces and used a standoff to mount the keyer board. Used 

a nylon washer between the standoff and the top of the Sierra 
board to reduce the possibility of shorting traces. Star type lock 
washers on the bottom of both boards for a good connection to the 
ground plane. I only used one standoff and the other end of the 
keyer board rests on the plastic case of the power switch. 


Removed the board and built it up. No problems but some of 
the solder pads are VERY small and require a pencil point 
soldering iron and a steady hand. When installing the Curtis 
Keyer Chip care must be taken to prevent static discharge as 
this is a CMOS device. 


Now, where to mount the speed pot and the tune-operate 

switch. Trying to save precious front panel space, I decided 
to mount the switch on the back above the power switch. The 
pot will go just above the RIT switch on the front. Far enough 
away from the VFO as not to interfer and still leaves room for 
the meter to be installed later. The paddle socket went where 
Wayne had already punched the hole for it. Went with a mini 
instead of the full size phone one that was supplied. 


Installed the board and wired it up. All the wires were short except 
the two to the speed control pot which I ran all the way to the left 
to avoid the band module and the VFO. 


Rechecked my wiring and applied the power. Plugged in the Kent 
paddles and tried it out. With a little fiddling with the weight pot, 
it worked great. The speed pot supplied with the kit was a 500K 
Audio taper that they use as a variable resistor. They suggest 
shorting the wiper so the pot works backward, turn it counter 
clockwise to increase speed. I understand why they did this to 

get a less sensitive adjustment at the speeds most people operate 

but this would have driven me nuts. If you turn a knob clockwise, 

the speed should increase, right? I rooted through the junk box and 
came up with a 500K Linear taper pot and installed it so it worked the 
way I thought it should, clockwise = increase speed. It's a little touchy 
but usable. 


It's great to have the built-in keyer so I don't have to pack the MFJ 
Econo Keyer around, its almost as big as the rig. The Sierra cries 
for these mods and a panel meter is next. That's the best part of 
QRP homebrew, having something to do when the bands don't 

cooperate.

I don't want to start N copies of 
this format posted to qrp-l and filling up peoples mail boxes. 


Maybe we can get QRP ARCI in QQ to use a similar format, but this will get 
into a political scenario with the manufacturers, as some will feel that 

it is unfair, especially when they get hit with some of the customer related 
issues. Data is data, but ranking is political and subjective. :-) 


So I think I've given credit where credit is due. Larry, NFOZ, thanks for 
the format and the work. Someone in the CQC (cqc@aol.com) relay this to 
Larry and return his feedback. We could use him here. :-)

I'm not real sure what's up but I experienced a smiliar problem with the oner. 
If key the rig and you have no vfo hooked up to the npn transistor TR1, its 
collector can sit at a dc level of several volts. This can try to turn on TR3, 
making it a dead short circuit to ground. This can cook TR2 and TR3. With an 
rf signal applied, current through these devices is limited by the ac 
impedance of the RFC. 


BTW, pretty good relacements for TR1 and TR2 are 2N3904 and 2N3906, 
respectively. TR3 can be replaced by a VN2222L, if you can find them. I think 
Digi-Key carries all of the above. I'm not sure about shipments to the frozen 
north, ( sorry, 8-) ) but here in the USA, Dig-Key ships within 24 hours AND 
takes major credit cards. They can be a real help when you need a part ina 
hurry.
